 Ifany man ſay.hehath the true vie of reading, orlearning him by 
himſelte, or of teaching him to others, and neither he nor his 
Scholars can rightly cither write,or ſpeake him: beleeue himnor, | 
forhe's deceiued. Butifa methode bee produced, by which you 
may ſo vie this Author, that both he, and yovu, and 1, andallmen 
elſe may truly,and purely write and fpeake him, with as little theft 
as he,or you,or Iſpeake Engliſh;and thatan Zraſmus,or a Scaliger, 
'Soth will and mult confeſſeir robce reall; be bold to relye vpon 
that method, to teach you how to vie your Terence. Andlet this

Now concerning this Method : I know no man will imagine 
that I (hould commend any other,than thar,which with ſo loud a 
voyce I haue ſo many yeeres proclaimed. But if it be notſuch a 
method, that ſhall both for ſpeedy and reallefteRs ſurpaſſe all o- 
ther ordinary Methods,and yeeld the greateſt probabilitic of fu- 
eure excellency,let it and me be folemnely baniſhed.

vulgar Layguage,and be (o familiarly acquainted with Authors, | 
|that they ſhall with pleaſure reade, and vnderſtand chem, The 
other,for ſuch as will onely write as Authors doe; and by them- | 
 (elues,our of their loue vnto puritic of Latine, and daily labour | 
therein bfmaking euery day two or three exerciſes, may wuthoyr 
Maſters, benefit themſclues in ſhort time to admiration. | 
The firſt vſe is gotten by our clauſcd Authors, and the frequent 
vie and repetitions of them : not of whole Comedies, Ads, | 
Scenes,Prologues,or other entire Speeches, without booke; bur | 
of clauſes onely : with which, I would hauca Scholar fo familiar ' 
thorow all the Author, that as hee is ableto tell you out ofcuery 
Grammar or Dictionaric, that (»zanss) is a hand, and a hand is
